Tt is in Best Kentucky that all the at 
Rivers of the State take their rise, oe 
the Cumberland River, Green River, Sah 
Kiver, Kentucky River, Licking River, &c.— 
it is there that most of the natural curiosities 
of the State sre met with ; each as the fails of 
Cumberland, the saltpetre caves, the rock 
houses, the knobs, the rr 4 sucks, &c.; 
but the Mammoth Cave is a Mtle West of the 
Isthmus; yet in the hilly coustry. 

The aspect of Bast hentucky is similar to 
West Virginia and West Carolna, very brok- 
en and rocky, but all the rocks are horizon. 
tai or nearly so. Une half of the sod is unfit 
for cultivation aml oceupied by knobs or 
round hills and rocky ridges or spurs. The 
valleys are, however, inwiful, having many 
bottoms of alluvious or hmestone oear the 
streams, 

Fest Kentucky, although larger than New 
Jersey, is not very populous; but there dwells 
a barcdy race ot men, very different from the 
planters of the fertile plains. They have very 
tew slaves, and till themselves the ground. 
When tred of ther sol and toil, or when 
they can afford removel, they cimgraic to 
other parts, and as far as iilinoiw or Missouri. 
Every year a great number desert the homes 
im that way, often baying their houses and im- 
provements standiig.
